Secretary's Report. 


New York, Sept. 20, 1879. 

Early in the year 1879 the different societies under tlie 
supervision of the Rector of the Anthon Memorial Church 
were, at his suggestion, formed into an organization under the 
name of “Tue Bureau or Works and CHARITIES OF THE 
Antuon Memortat Cuurcn.” It was believed that thereby 
would be developed a more general interest and greater 
efficiency in all of these works. 

The central idea was the creation of a general fund, out of 
which could be appropriated from time to time such amounts as 
might be required for the maintenance of the different societies. 
The organization was effected too late in the season to more 
than begin its work of systematizing the church charities. 

The Bureau is composed of the heads of the various works 
and charities as ex officio members and twelve ladies and gentle- 
men elected on Easter Monday to serve as a Committee of 
Ways and Means. Meetings are held on the first Wednesday 
evening of each month and reports presented from the various 
charities and appropriations made. The annual reports of these 
societies are herewith presented.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 





The Sunday School has been more than usually success- 
ful in numbers, and I trust has developed increasing interest. 
There are over 500 scholars upon the roll, the average attend- 
ance being fully 450. The school studied during the winter 
stories from the life of Christ and continued its monthly service 
in the Church. Rev. Mr. Embury has made an address at the 
close of each service and preached at the Childrens’ Church. 
The school is largely composed of children of the very poor. 
Aside from the regular Sunday instruction, the teachers and 
others connected with the school have not only visited them, 
but also, in their great need in these straitened times, aided 
them largely with food-and clothing. During the summer, by 
the kindness of the Rev. Willard Parsons, through the aid of . 
the “ Evening Post Fresh Air Fund,” 133 of the very poor little 
ones were sent into the country for a two weeks’ visit amongst 
the kind families who, at the request of Mr. Parsons, had offered 
to receive and care for them. All returned greatly benefited, 
without the slightest accident or sickness. Two of the little 
girls found permanent homes, the families whom they were 
visiting writing to me and earnestly wishing to keep and adopt 
them. They are now with them, happy and contented. 

The expenses of the school are not large, the greater part 
being chargeable to the Christmas Festival. “Still, as this is 
peculiarly the childrens’ feast, the only one of the year which 
they thoroughly enjoy, it is exceedingly desirable that it 
should be a good one. A large addition to the library of the 
school is greatly needed, as also money to clothe, shoe and 
feed the destitute little ones. This last is a charity which is 
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dispensed carefully and frugally, and must commend itself to 
those who are disposed to give. 

The accompanying report of the Treasurer states the 
amount of collections received from the Church, also of the 
missionary collections from the School, and the sums of money 
disbursed. 

Mrs. Day’s Infant School has continued to grow—having 
an average attendance of fully 125. 

Mr. Charles Fitch has continued his Young Men’s Bible 
Class with the accustomed excellent attendance and great 
interest.

Second Annual Report. 


The Secretary has the pleasure of reporting the increased . 


success of the Kindergarten, which althongh begun only in 
March, 1878, with 17 children, has, during the past year, attained 
a roll-call of 75 names, with an average attendance of 65 children. 

Even this large number could be increased if additional 
assistants would volunteer to give regular and systematic help. 
A teacher is much needed for an advanced class of children who 
have partially outgrown the Kindergarten, which will otherwise 
have to be given up, and which is particularly useful in the 
present crowded state of the public schools. 

The children are received from two to three years of age, 
and would but for the Kindergarten be growing up under the 
worst possible conditions for their physical, mental and moral 
tuture. The result of their training under this system is, happily, 
not a matter of speculation, for the second year’s efforts have 
confirmed the previous experience as to the good effect, not 
only on the children but also upon the families of which they 
are members. ; 

The punctuality and neater appearance of the little ones 
show that the influence of their training has been felt in their 
humble homes, while the relief from their care has enabled 
‘many a mother to earn more for her straitened family. Our 
experiment satisfies us of the supreme importance of the Kinder- 
garten in the great problem of education. It places the little 
ones, in the most formative period of life, under a training which 
develops the bodily health and the mental powers and cultivates 
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the moral and religions nature through the joyous occupations 
and the beautiful spirit of a true child-garden. Would that the 
churches saw the immense possibilities of good. in these real 
infant schools. At the close of each day’s session a hot dinner 
has been furnished to the children. A Thanksgiving dinner and 
a Christmas festival were provided for the little ones; and at 
the end of the season, in June, the children and their mothers 
were entertained at the Central Park. Perhaps the greatest 
event of the year to the little ones was the two weeks of country 
lite which, thanks to the generous “ Fresh Air Fund,” they were 
enabled to enjoy, and which is still the subject of their enthu- 
siastic praises. This report would be very incomplete did it not 
state plainly that the success of the Kindergarten is due to the 
efficient and earnest work of the Kindergartner, Miss Van 
Wagenen, and the volunteer assistants from the congregation. 

The self-sacrificing work of these ladies fortunately does 
not look to, this report for its reward, but is returned in the 
seventy-five little faces which have been nade brighter and the 
mothers who have been made the happier for their efforts. 

It will be satisfactory to the sustainers of the Kindergarten 


to know that this year opens favorably as to the number of 


children, and with proper support promises to be an increasing 
practical success.. We propose to open next winter a training 
class for nurses and nursery governesses, and thus carry Fréebel’s 
system back into the nursery, as he designed. This will open a 
new and attractive werk for women. ~ 

In pursuance of. this idea, already. one of. the older scholars 
has been advanced to some partial care of the little ones, It is 
earnestly hoped that this feature of the work will commend 
itself to the hearty support of all mothers. 
: Our treasury has been supplied by the subscriptions of our 
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friends and, chiefly, by the most successful Kinder-Symphony 
given by our President, Mrs. Christian Herter.

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Nursery Governesses. 





A Training School for Nurses and Nursery Governesses is to 
be opened November 1 in connection with the Free Kindergar- 
ten of the Anthon Memorial Church, according to Fréebel’s plan, 
which contemplated carrying back the kindergarten spirit and 
methods into the nursery. It will offer to young women of in- 
telligence and character an opportunity of freely fitting them- 
selves for a position hitherto unsupplied in our American so- 
ciety, and certain to command a good support together with a 
happy and useful vocation. To our families of wealth it will 
offer a desideratum long felt, in the absence in our country of 
a class of women corresponding to the head nurse or nursery 
governess in England, and in the consequent injury inflicted 
upon their children in the most formative period by the bungling 
work of so-called nurses. It is proposed to give practice in 
the Kindergarten methods as assistants in our Free Kindergar- 
ten, instruction in a Kindergarten Training Class about to be 
opened by Miss Van Wagenen, and general instruction con- 
cerning the physical, mental and moral care of infants and little 
children in the form of simple, practical talks by competent 
persons. Written agreement to the prescribed conditions and 
punctual and persevering attendance upon the classes will be 
required. One month’s trial will be given, at the end of which 
applicants will be enrolled in the class if the proper qualities 
for this responsible vocation be developed. At the end of the 
course a certificate, signed by the officers of the school, will 
be given each member of the class passing the training course 
satisfactorily, stating the nature and extent of the training 
received, and personal interest will be taken to secure good and 
remunerative positions. Further particulars can be had by 
application to the Kindergartner daily.

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


The Industrial School opened on Saturday, November 16, 
with an attendance of 69 children, but very soon there were 
940 names entered on the books; the average attendance being 
about 190. On the 19th of April—closing day—20 prizes were 
distributed for good sewing. During the winter 437 garments 
have been’ made and given to the children, using 369 yards’ of 
unbleached muslin aad 204 yards of calico. To the Ladies’ 
Employment Society we are indebted for 52 pieces, for which 
‘we render our sincere thanks. The following donations we 
most gratefully acknowledge: From Mr. John E. Kaughran, 
52 yards of calico; from Mrs. Blanchard, 10 yards of calico and 
10 yards of mibladiehed muslin; Mrs. Lydig’s Sewing Class, 
37 1-2 yards of calico and 9 ands of unbleached puapllns also 
thread and needles.

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KITCHEN GARDEN. 

The Kitchen Garden is a happy adaptation of the Kinder- 
garten method of instruction by play to the very practical 
problem of training young girls in the various departments of 
household service. By a most ingenioiis system the arts of the 
laundress, chambermaid and waitress are instilled into the minds 
and worked into the habits of children, under the guise of play 
with miniature objects, in the thorough style of the old New 
England housekeeping. The experiment of engrafting this 
system upon our educational work was begun last spring. Last 
spring’s work was, however, hardly more than a trial. The 
real work we hope to begin on the 1st of November. How- 
ever, I shall give a few statistics. After having taken a course 
of lessons from Miss Huntington, of the Wilson Industrial 
School, I began a Kitchen Garden Class in the basement of our 
church about March Ist. The class met once a week for two 
hours, and averaged an attendance of eighteen to twenty chil- 
dren, taken from the Sunday School, and all of them in the 
social station from which our servants are generally drawn. I 
had four or five young ladies to assist me in the beginning, but’ 
after the first month two or three of them took classes of their 
own on other afternoons, and betore the end of the season there 
were four weekly classes in operation. The teachers being—

During this period thirty-two women were employed, and 
four hundred and fifty garments were made, thus affording a 
small pittance towards relieving thirty-two families from want. 

The women were very grateful for the opportunity of doing 
what little work could be given them by the Society. To 
many of them this was their chief support. It is, therefore, a 
matter of regret that these worthy women could not be longer 
continued in this employment. 

The thanks of the Society are due to all who have aided in 
this useful charity of our church, a system by which aid is 
given in a form that cannot injure, vz., by work, thus promoting 

‘habits of industry and self-reliance.

FREE LABOR BUREAU. 


The work of the “Free Labor Bureau” was resumed 
December 1, 1878, and continued until June 1, 1879. We 
entered on our books three hundred and forty-five (345) names, 
and employment was given by us to one hundred and forty 
(140). The books were closed, so far as entering new names, 
on. the Ist of May, though ae work of the Society was con- 
tinued until the first day of June. 

It has been very gratifying to learn, throngh letters received 
since the Bureau closed, that this ate ine continued to do 
good through the’ summer, and that some kind enough to 
interest themselves in special cases during the winter have not 
forgotten that these poor people need employment and help 
through the summer months, when the various church societies 
are necessarily closed. 

The packages of clothing, as well as the small sums of 
money sent and left with us for particular cases, were used 
with-care for them and were gratefully received. The kindness 
shown us in this way enabled us to carry on our work this 
year without pecuniary assistance from the Church. Many 
letters of gratitude to us have been received from these 
poor families, who seem to appreciate what has been done 
for them. 

We are indebted to two eminent oculists of our city for 
their interest and attention in the successful operations they 
gave their time to for us, and gladly express here our thanks 
to them and to all who were kind enough to help us in any

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way with this practical charity of assisting those willing to 
help themselves.

The above table is a record of the number of patients treated 
in the Dispensary and at their houses. We have spent much 
time, however, of which no record can be made; for, realizing 
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the value of prevention over that. of cure, we have endeavored 
to aid the people treated here to avert sickness by instructing 
them in hygiene. Especial effort has been made in directing 
the selection and preparation of food. Persons unacquainted 
with the habits of the poor may be surprised to learn that a 
large majority live almost exclusively upon baker’s bread and 
tea. ‘To convince such that food more nutritious and palatable 
could be obtained for less money than that required for a diet of 
bread and tea, a *‘ Bill of Fare” has been arranged. This gives 
a change of tod for each meal during the week. It specifies 
also the quautity required for a ae of six persons, with the 
cost of each article. The whole, printed in large type upon a 
card, on the opposite side of which is given a few plain receipts 
for preparing the dishes named, proves, we hope, a practical 
manner of assisting this class of people to use means within 
their reach for the improvement of their condition in the i im- 
portant department of diet. 

The physicians feel that they cannot express in terms too 
warm their appreciation of the valuable aid rendered the sick 
by the suitable nourishment furnished them through the “ Diet 
Kitchen ;” also, during the summer months, for the pure milk 
placed at their disposal to dispense to sick children. By its 
timely use many a little one has undoubtedly been spared from 


sickness if not fiom death.

FRESH AIN FUND. 

IT have much pleasure in presenting my report of our 
“Fresh Air Fund” for the summer of 1879, being confident 
that it will be as satisfactory to its friendly contributors as 
any that has been made since the adoption of the “Fund” 
as one of the “helps” of the Anthon Memorial Church. 

At the May meeting of the “‘ Bureau of Works and Char- 
ities”, the appropriation of $100 from the general treasury war- 
ranted my making preparations early in the season to carry out 
the design of the “ Fund”. The wisdom of the consolidation of 
the different works and charities of our Church has been very 
apparent in its bearing upon this branch of our work. 

The larger part of the fund has been applied to the pay- 
ment of country and seaside board for two weeks, more or 
less, according to individual circumstances, rather than to de- 
_fraying expenses of excursions in large companies for the day, 
because— 

1. In this way a much more permanent benefit could be 
expected, and 

9 Parties wishing a day’s trip could avail themselves, if 
they chose, of the free excursions given by other societies. 

Through Mrs. Adams’ assistance, I was very fortunate in 
making arrangements with Mrs. Palin, who had a cottage 
pleasantly situated on the bluff at Sea Cliff, for good substan- 
tial board, and plenty of it, at a reasonable rate; where, too, 
parties had the advantages of sea bathing at a nominal cost. 

T sent several families to a large farm near Sing Sing, from 
whom I have received very satisfactory reports. Heretofore the 
benefits of this “ Fund” have been contined to the very poor ;

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but this year I took the responsibility of making a change in 
this regard by extending its good to another class as well, 
feeling quite sure that this change would meet with approval. 

The idea was suggested to me that there were families of 
mechanics and other working people needing change of air, 
who, not being able to meet all the expenses such a change in- 
volved, would be glad to pay what they could afford. 

In accordance with this suggestion, 1 made arrangements 
with several such families, as will be noticed by my report of 
names received. This has enabled an extension of the benefits 
of country air to many more than the original contributions 
would have allowed. 

For this suggestion I am indebted to Dr. Wright, from 
whom also I received the names of families whose health 
would be greatly benefited and who could avail themselves of 
this proposition. 

As a rule, I paid $4 per week for adults and $3 for 
children, receiving in return $2 and $1 respectively. 

I found great pref rence tor Sea Cliff, while it was diflicult 
fo get: parties to go to Sing Sing. At first £ could not account 
for this preference, particularly as in some cases there was no 
doubt that the sick children would be more benefited by the air 
of an inland farm than by that of the seaside. I am now 
under the impression that this was caused by the thoughts 
in the parties’ minds that, when asked by their friends and 
neighbors, ‘‘ Where have you been 2” the reply, “to Sing Sing” 
would be altogether too suggestive of a short term at a well- 
known State institution, beautifully situated on the Hudson, to 
be sure, but where a sojourn is rather compulsory than other- 
wise. 


Among those who paid partial board was a widow, who 
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supported herself by sewing, and her son fourteen years old. 
The boy had never been in the country, nor had the mother 
since his birth. Two weeks at Sea Cliff gave a pleasure and 
benefit to them not soon to be forgotten. 

The life of an infant almost at death’s door was saved by 
a two-and-a-half-weeks’ stay at the Sing Sing farm. 

Another family—father, mother and five small children. 
Father out of work a long time, credit all gone, family living 
for weeks on oatmeal. After clothing some ot the children 
from head to foot, we sent them for two weeks to Sea Cliff, It 
would be impossible within the limits of this report to give de- 
tails ot all the cases where great good has been done. I give 
these as specimens of the work of this year’s “ Fresh Air Fund.” 

The friend who put a small gold ring on the plate when 
the collection for the “ Fund” was taken up in the Church may 
be gratified to know that the ring was sold for sufficient to pay 
a child’s board for two weeks and a half. 

Our Record is: 65 persons given two weeks rest in the 
country—a few days more or less in some instances ; 129 per- 
sons one day’s excursion, with bountiful provision ; Carriage 
rides and steamboat trips for a large number; total expense, 
$440.55
